A major surv^ of contemporary teerican enamelwork opens at The 
Cleveland Jfeiseum of Art iTune 21, The Exhibition represents the highest quality 
of work today in this medium with 75 pieces by 48 enam<^rt8 fxsMa all parts of 
the country. 

Several Cleveland artists are represented in the en^ibition including 
John Paul Miller, Kenneth Bates, Frederick A, Killer and Edward Winter. Other 
nationally known artists are Jean Buckler, Karl Brerup and Earl B. Pardon. 

Although seme of the objects are traditional in technique, most signify 
new directions in enameling. The new concepts are most apparent in the large sise 
of some of the objects since in the twentieth century enamels have grown to mural 
size as an aspect of architectural decoration. 

Outstanding are such unusually large pieces as Paul Hultbefg's four-fold 
screen measuring six and a half feet by ei^t feetj a five foot panel by BUamarie 
and Jackson WooU^j Virgil Garbini’s model for a wiill sculpturoi and Vivian Sauber 
Koos' six foot panel of enaa^ painted on iron. 

The precious, jewel-like qualities of traditioial enamels are evident in 
Kany of the smaller pieces in the eschibitiem - bowls, jewelry, vases, aaaller 
panels, candlesticks, plates, boxes, trays and plaques. 

The exhibition, organized by the Smithsonian Institution, will remain in 
Cleveland through July 30 before continuing its nation-wide tour. It is open free 
to the public. 
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
